Stucco is, no 
doubt, an abomination by reason of its pretending 
to be what it is not. But it has the advantage, 
at all events, that it can easily be made bright 
and clean-looking by a coat of paint. Red brick 
edifices, on the contrary, appear doomed to remain 
smutty for ever when once the soot has got into 
their complexions. 


Talking of this, reminds me that the Marble 
Arch badly stands in need of another washing. 
It might be stucco for all the public can tell from 
its appearance. Why not set a couple of fire- 
engines to play upon the surface with soap and 
water, or some other detergent? We have not so 
many marble structures in London that we can 
afford to leave the finest covered with soot. The 
helplessness of Londoners in matters of this sort 
is as extraordinary as discreditable.
